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EXAMINER’S AMENDMENT 

An examiner’s amendment to the record appears below. The amendment has been made 
for grammatical clarification purposes only. Should the changes and/or additions be 
unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 1.312.

The application has been amended as follows: 

claim 1, line 15, delete “to” after —fan unit--; and 
claim 15, line 20, delete “to” after —fan unit—. 

Claims 1-27 are allowed. The following is an examiner’s statement of reasons for 
allowance: referring to independent claims 1 and 15, the instant application is deemed to be 
nonobvious over the prior art, and specifically with respect to U.S. Patent No. 6,71 1,015 to 
Syring et al., which teaches providing a cooling unit for devices in a computer chassis (300), 
wherein the chassis includes a pivotable support frame (110) having a ventilation fan (120) 
moveble between an operated position and a storage position (see Figs. 2 and 3). Syring, 
however, lacks the overall combination of a computer case body defining a storage compartment 
and having a top platform wherein said top platform has a ceiling window communicating said 
storage compartment and a ceiling ventilation arrangement comprising a supporting frame 
comprising a base, having a fan cavity, mounted on the top platform, a protective cover pivotally 
connected with the base, and a ventilation fan unit driven by the protective cover to move 
between an operated position and a storage position, wherein at said operated position, said 
protective cover pivotally folds upward to drive said ventilation fan unit inclinedly supported 
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not taught or suggested by the prior art references. Claims 2-14, depend, either directly or 
indirectly, from claim 1 and are therefore allowable for at least the reasons provided above. 
Likewise, claims 16-27 depend, either directly or indirectly, from claim 15 and are therefore 
allowable for at least the reasons provided above.
